Our Wonderful Earth 



A little observation will convince 
the most casual observer that parts 
of the earth, now warm and fruitful, 
were at one time covered with ice. 
Even when we ride on a journey, as 
fast as a train or motor-car will take 
us, we can .see evidence of the a^e 
in the rock-cuts, valleys and moun- 
tain-faces, along which we pass. 
The scratchiiiKs on the surface of 
many of our hardest rocks give mute 
testimony that some heavy mass has 
|)assed over it like a huKe scourer. 

Then too, there are the many 
boulders which have been carried 
along from remote distances, until 
now they look like strangers in a 
strange land, quite different in for- 
mation from the rocks by which they 
are surrounded. For example, the 
east coast of Scotland is strewn 
with boulders that certainly came 
from Norwav. Glaciers have almost 
left countless moraines, or trails of 
debris along their sides. 

The part which Ice Ages play in 
the upward crawl of life is now seen 
to be of the utmost importance. 
The periods of intense cold through 
which our planet has passed in earlier 
anes has done much to stimulate the 
higher types of animals, and has 
compelled thiil highest animal, man, 
to think ftr eiiounh ahead in order 
to provide himself with clothes and 
shelter, so that he iiiav survive the 
cold. Whereas life formerly consist- 
ed of low forms abounding in the 
waters, the periods of cold produced 
creatures with feathers, furs, teeth 
and claws, produced mammals thai 
cared for their youtiK, instead of 
creatures that left their enus in the 
hot sand Id In- liatrlied by lucky 
chaiici 

We liavc alieatiy mentioned two 
Rreat, unending struggles which 
K() on in the world, tl>e battle of 
land and water, and the struggle 
between heat and cold. Cold will 
some day extinguish life on this 
planet. The poles are now 
permanently frozen although we can 
'.ell from tropical remains up north 
that once Baffin's Land was as warm 
as Morocco. supportiuR an abun- 
dance of life of the bamboo and 
magnolia type. But that time is 
lonir past, and as hundreds of 
thousands of years go by, the polar 
ice will gradually creep toward the 
equator. 

The cold of space, which is 300 
tlenrees below lero (Centigrade), 
islikeadraKOii lying in wait for every 
Klobe in the universe. A star may 
blaze a hundred million years, but 
the dragon will get it in the end. 
riiti fires of our sun are slowly 
diminishing, and the dragon is on 
the alert. Terrible thought! But let 
not this generation, or the n<fxt, take 
alarm; it will not happen for ten 
million years! 

Hovvevever, this steady advance 
of the cold is not what we mean 
when we sjieak of Ice Ages. It ap- 
pears that lar^e portions of the earth 
have become glaciated for indefinite 
periods manv hundreds of thousands 
of years, and then returned to a 
warm tropical condition. There 
have been five of these great Ice 
Afies, our four well-definite ones. 
with evidence of another lone period 
of very severe chill. Naturally, we 
know little about the first one. Its 
marksarewellnigh obliterated, as the 
scars cf Waterloo are now over- 
grown, while the marks of the last 
war are still very evident. 

The four Ice Ages of which we 
have definite scars took place in 
different parts of the earth. One 
very severe one resulted in the 
«laciation of parts of India, Africa 
and Australia, and on the lost 
continent of GoiuUvana, which once 
joined these three tracts. But the 
last Ice Age, and the one in which 
we are particularly interested, gla- 
ciated a large portion of northern 
liurope and more than half of North 
America. The Rl.nciers which covered 
came from the northeast, from the 
region of Greenland, and progressed 
southward into the United States as 
a line drawn from New York to St. 
Louis. South of that line there are 
no clacial boulders, no ancient dirt 
moraines.' no scratches on the 
granite which has been hard enough 
to endure throuRh the ages. But 
fhe temperatures of the southern 
United States have been comparable 
to Labrador in those ages. 



Glaciers move slowly, a lew feet 
a day. The ice of our present 
glaciers is from fifty to several 
hundred feet thick. When it is two 
hundred feet deep it lies on its 
rocky bed with a pressure of five 
hundred thousand pounds to the 
square yard. It is, of course, a 
colossal scourer, slowly grinaing 
down the sides of the mountains, 
and wherever it passes over a soft 
bed if scoops out a lake. The Eng- 
lish lakes and Scottish lochs were 
all scooped out by glaciers. Our 
maKuificent lake region of eastern 
Canada, unsurpassed in the world 
for purpose of power development, 
is the gift of the last Ice Age, which 
it is generally accepted, came to an 
end about thirty thousand years aeo. 
Indeed, fhe Great Lakes were hol- 
lowed out by enormous glaciers, 
slowly moviiiK down from the north, 
and resting in the softer hollows 
with an incalculable pressure. 

Several causes have been advanced 
by scientists to explain the existence 
of Ice Ajfes. One theory is as fol- 
lows: The earth, besides having a 
movement on its axis and another 
around the sun. has a third inolion, 
that of "wol>bling" at the poles, 
somethiuR as a giant top would do 
if spinniiiK rapidly, so that the 
earth shifts its poles in fhe course 
of ages, and in this way the tempera- 
ture of parts of the >flobe has vaiied 
creally, accordiiiRto fhe streiiRth of 
the sun's rays that fell u|>on them. 
We know that the poles are cold at 
present, because the rays of the sun 
have to slant through a great thick- 
ness of atmosphere. 

Another theory is that an Ice 
A(fe has always followed a definite 
rise of the land in any part of the 
earth. Wherever mountain chains 
were thrown up, and the land 
coiisequentlv raised to a higher 
level, the temperature has so far 
fallen below normal that an Ice Age 
set in. 

Most people have quite an exag- 
gerated idea of the fall in tempera- 
ture necessary to produce an Ice 
Age. They fancy that the tempera- 
ture must drop something like fifty 
or a hundred decrees. But a drop ol 
ten degrees would do it; so that the 
risinif of the mountains is sufficient 
to account for it. If we were com- 
pelled to submit to a tlrop of ten de- 
grees in our annual mean tempera- 
ture, the heat of summer would soon 
be insufficient to melt the snow of 
winter. 

Cold is stimulating in some ways, 
but to man it means an absorption 
in the problems of the hour, with 
little time or inclination to think of 
progress. So the earliest civilization 
was not born on the edge of the ice- 
sheet, but in the most fertile and 
comfortable valleys which the earth 
then afforded. But the glaciation 
of Europe, which had previously 
been warm, throws a remarkable 
light on the development of man. It 
was the cold that developed man, 
just as it was the cold that slew the 
dragons, those sluR;gish, prehistoric 
monsters of reptilian type, that had 
been accustomed to warmth and an 
easy way of obtaining their food. 

The man of the old Stone Age, 
who left his implements in the river 
gravel, was an open-air creature, 
naked, homeless, speechless. He 
was not particular about his food, 
and did not have to exert himself to 
find it, as it consisted of lizards, 
snails, shellfish, egRS, etc.. eaten 
raw. But the man at the end of the 
Stone Age was a progressive bein^. 
He had learned the art of hunting, 
and had been compelled to clothe 
himself in skins, because of the cold. 
For fhe same reason he took to 
shelters in the rocks and caves, and 
these became the first dwelling- 
houses of hitmanity. He has left us 
crude drawings on the sides of his 
ca\Ts. showiuR: how he hunted the 
reindeer and wild ox. When man 
reaches the state where he seeks to 
express himself in art, no matter 
how crude, he proves himself on the 
hiR-h-road of civilization. 

The next step was aRTiculture. 
As the cold became more severe and 
vegetation scarcer, it became neces- 
sary to store food airainst huuKry 
days. When man had noticed fhe 
meaninRf of seed, and had sowed food 
nearhisown diior. he beg^an to desire 
a permanent abo<le, so villnpes urew 
up. 

What effect the first Ice Anes had 
upon life, we do tiot know. The 



third and fourth mad ceonditions 
suitable for the mammal and the bird. 
The fifth stimulated man toward 
proRress, and so rendered ihe great- 
est service of all. 

The fifth Ice .\ge is over, and 
we are coming out of it. As these 
Riaciated periods occur with some 
regularity, we may expect the next 
one two or three million years from 
now. If man is on the globe when 
the next Ice Age occurs, he will 
have become such an intelliRenf 
being that it will make little differ- 
ence to him. His command over 
hature will be so perfect that he 
will be able to live without gardens, 
sheep and cows. East and West.

Look INC ovm the program of the 
Convention, while the talks announced 
and the ceremonies arranged are in 
the niain excellent and praiseworthy, 
it is to be regretted that the practical 
and ineviUble occupations of the 
masses of the deaf arc not feat-jreci. 

'ITie National Association of the 
Deaf was established and is maintain- 
ed for the benefit of all the deai, jiiul 
should concentrate upon the general 
welfare. The exceptional and credi- 
table accomplishments of the more 
highly educated *ould, of course, be 
brought forward as examples of what 
education and persistent effort can do, 
but the National Association of the 
Deaf is not living up to its purpose, 
unless the ordinary deaf-mute is aided 
and encouraged in his progress along 
life's thorny path. 

In the past the Association has con- 
demned the one-method-for-all, as a 
panacea for educational ills, and has 
advocated the combined system in- 
variably and strenuously. 

As the world nwrves on, the educa- 
tion of the deaf should be adapted to 
the changes that are constantly being 
made. The occupations of yesterday, 
in many lines, are not the occupations 
of today. 

The schoolboys of a few years ago 
are now the men of experience and 
their ideals of boyhood have been con- 
firmed or somewhat modified. The 
kni>wledge of things as they are, not 
as they are theoretically supposed to 
be, has made for increased wisdom in 
judging the proper course of training 
for the schoolboys of today.
